shows, inside each jumping bean is a lively little character 
who is responsible for all the apparent gaiety 
This little fellow is a larva or 
grub of a small gypsy moth 
which infests the shruh

ments of the grub which causes his bean home to jump and 
roll He is noi dancing or playing, but rather is engaged in 
the serious business of life. which for him means spinning a 
cocoon During this process he grabs hold of the silk lining 
he has spun in the bean and twists his body sharply.
